Tuose who have a taste for 
signs and portents might find an 
emblem for the year 1907 in the 
fact that its opening days discovered 
the whole English and French 
Press engaged in arguing the 
possibility of a Channel tunnel. 
The idea, although it went no 
further than the idea, of thus 
physically uniting two ancient 
enemies, now happily turned into 
friends, has been carried out in 
practical adjustment of a remark- 
able number of old differences 
in other parts of the world. That 
new differences should have begun 
to arise in their place is inevitable 
in a state of society which is still 
very far from the millennium, But 
the fact remains that the past 
year has been unusually rich in 
conferences and conventions. The 
Hague Conference in __ the 
summer and the Imperial Con- 
ference in April were cer- 
tainly devoid of any great 
material results, and their influence 
for good must be appraised at its 
moral value. Against this the 
year has produced solid fruits in| 
the shape of commercial conven-| 
tions between France and Canada, 
France and Japan, Japan and 
Russia ; and most brilliant pro-, 
duct of all, the Anglo-Russian 
Convention, of which it is not too 
much to say that it has put an end 
to apprehensions by which both 
countries have been haunted for,

THE ANGLO-RUSSIAN 
CONVENTION. 


The terms of this agreement 
have been dealt with so fully in 
these colamns that the briefest 
recapitulation will here suffice. 
Divided into three principal parts 
the Convention treats of the re- 
lations of Great Britain and Russia 
as touching Persia, Afghanistan 
and Tibet. In the latter country 
the principle has heen adopted of 
“hands off all round”; with 
the reservation that Great Britain 
maintains her right to deal 
with Tibetan authorities through 
her commercial agents, a right 
which has been the subject of pro- 
tracted discussions at Simla be- 
tween the Indian Government and 
the Chinese Treaty Plenipotentiary 
Chang Yin-t‘ang ; and that Russia 
stipulates for the claim of her sub- 
jects to approagh the Dalai 
on purely 
regards “Afg! , Russia re- 
cognizes this State as being outside 
the sphere of Russian influence, 
and undertakes neither to send any 
Agents i nor to deal with it i 
























by dividing that country into three 


spheres, in the northernmost of 
which the fait accompli of Russian 
influence is formally recognized, 
while the south-eastern is set aside 
for Great Britain. 

It is possible to cavil at indivi- 
dual items of the Convention. In 
Tibet Great Britain certainly ap- 
pears to have sacrificed more than 
could have been justly expected of 
her, especially after her expensive 
expedition of 1904. The Persian 
clanse cannot but arouse grave 
doubts as to the justice and moral 
consequences of staking out claims 
in a country which is at least 
nominally independent and thereby 
reducing it to the virtual condition 
of a vassal kingdom. Moreover 
the violent internal discord and 
hopeless impoverishment of Persia 
leave us with the conviction that 
the Persion question is far from 
being permanently solved. But at 
least we may hope that the olear- 
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ness of the present understanding 
will tell in the solution of any 
fature complications ; and that hope 
is based on the indisputable worth 
of the Convention as a whole. 
Without it even the Russo-Japanese 
War would have done no more than 
suspend for a while the long-stand- 
ing belicf that sooner or later Great 
Britain and Russia must meet in 
battle, That the Convention has 
effectually shattered this belief is 
only a part of its work. For it 
no piece of blind prejudice but a 
mere recognition of bare fact to say 
that Germany has counted on war 
between Great Britain and Russia 
to clear the path of her own de- 
velopment ; und once the danger of 
such a conflict is removed, not only 
does the peace of Europe gain in 
strength but the centre of the 
world’s action is shifted to a new 
quarter. 


THE PACIFIC LITTORAL, 


Other events, however, than the 
Anglo-Rassian| Convention had 
already combined to assign the 
centre of interest to the shores of 
the Pacific. Ifthe Convention is 
to be regarded as the one most ,im- 
portant incident of 1907, it would 
be fair to set beside it as the most 
noticeable development of the whole 
year the steadily inereasing prestige 
of Japan and the respect in which 
she is held by other nations. As 
regards her relations with her Ally 
and with her former enemy, there 
is little to be gathered from the 
records of the year but what is 
satisfactory. On September 11 the 
Treaty of Commerce and Naviga- 
tion and the Convention of Fish- 
eries between Japan and Russia, 
which were stipulated for under the 
Treaty of Portsmouth, were pub- 
lished in Tokio; and although 
Japan has had the best of the 
bargain, especially in the surpris- 
ingly libecal concessions made by 
Russia in the matter of Japanese 
fishing interests on the Russian 
coust and the Amur River, there 
appears to be hardly less satisfaction 
| with the arrangement in Russia 
‘than in Japan, Henceforward 
| Russians are free to pursue in the 
Far Bast a policy of peaceful de 
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ment, of which the mission 
of M.Shipoff, Russian ex-Minister 
of Finance, through Manchuria, 
Japan. and China was intended 
clearly to be taken as an earnest. 
Since beilicose methods have played 
Russia false there is no reason to 
doubt the good fuith of her new pre- 
“tension. Turning to the relations 
of Great Britain and Japan it can- 
not be suid that 1907 has given us 
any cause to be discontented with 
the Alliance. Trade competition, 
in which respect Japan makes her- 
self increasingly felt asa competitor 
in regions once all but reserved for 
British merchants, is admittedly be- 
yond the scope of ulliances; and 
‘common political interests may be 
entirely independent of commercial 
“rivalries. 1 Speech delivered in 
the Japanese Diet by Marquis 
Saionji on January 23, in which the 
Minister-President declared that “it 
‘was a source of profound satisfac 
tion that the British Alliance con- 
tinued to grow in strength and 
solidarity,” was echoed significantly 
by Sir Edward Grey in his 
speech at Berwick but a fortnight 
ago. Almost midway between these 
two official utterances there was the 
reception in England of Prince 
Fushimi to count for the renewal 
of goodwill and cordiality between 
the two Allies. It seems that we 
can safely afford to disregard the 
irresponsible exhortations of Count 
kuma’s now famous speech ut 
Kobe; even if we still prefer to 
construe it in the sense in which it 
was first reported rather than ac- 
cording to the commentary now ° 
rly supplied by its author. 
trae Tivalty is pushed too far 
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adopted in California towards Jap- 
anese school children gradually en- 
listed the interests of every politician 
in the States, and the wildest ra- 
mours as to the number and purpose 
of Japanese immigrants were pro- 
gated with such rapidity and 
swallowed with so much ease that, 
at the beginning of Februasy, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt found himself obliged 
to intervene in order to check the 
war scare. Since then feeling in 
the United States bas grown calmer. 
Time, and the semi-official visit of 
Mr. W. H. Taft to Japan last Octo- 
ber, which was intended presumably 
to clear the ground for future under- 
standing between the two Govern 
ments, counted for much. The 
Trust Campaign and the finanei: 
crisis counted for more, by providing 
abundant material at home for the 
attentions of a nation which is 
notoriously apathetic towards for- 
eign affairs. Finally it may be 
thought that, in the discussions 
which preceded the dispatch of the 
Fleet that is now on ite way to the 
Pacific, American temper found an 
outlet which was quite in accord 
with the expectations of Presideng 
Roosevelt. With a want of tact, 
which is less surprising than regret- 
table, the expulsion of Japanese 
stewards from the Pacific fleet 
was left until the very eve of its 
departure. But it is noteworthy that 
the actual send-off was not made 
the occasion for any renewal of 
belligerent outburst: for which 
moderation the repressive efforts of 
President Roosevelt must be duly 
thanked.

Meanwhile the question of Asiatic 
immigration was gravely complica- 
ted by the Vancouver riots of 
September 7 and 8, in which a mob 
of 8,000 persons made an organized 
attack on the Japanese and Chinese 
quarter of the town. The immedi- 
ate cause of this outbreak is said 
to have been the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s refusal to sign the 
Orientals-Exclusion Measure. But 
there is no doubt that the trouble 
had been brewing for months at 
least, if not for years; and the 
reported anti-Oriental labour con- 
spiracies at Seattle which came 
to light immediately after the Van- 
couver and Bellingham riots are 

idence of the particular class in 
which, throughout the Pacific coast, 
the grievance is most acutely felt. 
Following upon the riots there came 
a lond call, not only in British 
Columbia but also in the rest of 
Canada, for the denunciation of the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance, and forthe 
rigorous exclusion of all Japanese.

Japan strained almost to the point of 
rapture, The segregation policy

States for the suspension of the 
segregation policy in Canada ; the 
telegram which we published but 
few weeks ago of the reopening of 
a Japanese employment bureau in 
San Francisco; these things are 
evidence that opposition to Asiatic 
labour centres in the ranks of white 
labour ; while the employers are 
comparatively indifferent to the 
colour of their employees provided 
that they can get not merely the 
cheapest hands but the very hands 
themselves for the exploitation of 
territory which is running to waste 
for want of workers. The one 
consideration which lifts this racial 
antagonism above the sphere of a 
plain competition of prices, is that 
in the case of Japan at least, we 
find ability to produce the brains as 
well as the labour; and while 
Japanese immigrants are ousting 
white workmen in their own coun- 
tries, white men are being regularly 
replaced by native managers in the 
control of Japan’s own industries, 
At the present time, and probably 
for some time to come, there isa 
tendency greatly to over-rate the 
dangers of oriental expansion. At 
home in repairing the losses of the 
war, and in Korea, where since the 
abdication of the old Emperor on 
July 18 the administration of the 
country bas gradually been removed 
entirely from native hands, Japan 
has ample use for all her ‘surplus 
population. Tha low state of her 
finances and consequent retrench- 
ment in the 1908 budget are a 
sufficient guarantee against the 
aggressive intentions wherewith the 
forebodings of grisly scaremongers 
eredit her. But the ultimate pro- 
spect involving not merely Japanese 
and Chinese, but also Hindus who 
evince a growing desire to emigrate 
in search of work, and coupled with 
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is not prepossessing, 
and may well have hegun to engaye 
the forethought of the most earnest 
as well as the most moderate states- 
men. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND HER 
COLONIES 

From the racial eri in Canaila, 
in which the Mother Country, if 
only as the ally of the other party 
in the dispute, cannot remain a 
interested spectator, the tran- 
sition of thought is easy to the 
relations of Great Britain and all 
her Colonies during the past vear, 
That which Canada is now experien- 
cing has been long apprehended 
in Australia ; and to that Feeling it 
is, perhaps, legitimate to trace the 
scheme of national defence put 
forward in the House of Repre- 
sentatives at Melbourne on De- 
cember 12 by the Commonwealth's 
Prime Minister, which includes an 
annual purchase of submarines, 
and torpedo-boat destroyers fora 
period of three years anda scheme 
for compulsory military training. 
From the West Indies also there 
has come at least one faint echo of

asa sign that Great Bri 
inclines to depart from her tradi- 
tional policy of leaving her colonies 
to manage their own affairs. This 
is not the place to add diseus- 
sions already interminable as to 
whether this policy contributes 
more to the strength or weukness 
of the Empire ; but the principle 
was certainly well exemplified at 
the Imperial Conference which 
met in London on April 15. In 
spite of earnest representations by 
the Colonial Premiers the Govern- 
ment steadily refused to entertain 
any idea of preference within the 
Empire ; and every proposal put 
before the Conference was hedged 
about with stringent precautions 
for the preservation of absolute 
local autonomy. Yet it cannot be 
said that the conference was 
devoid of effect, whether practi- 
cally or morally. ‘The resolution 
that such a conference be held 
every four years, together with 
the “appointient of a permanent 
secretarial staff to keep Colonial 
Premiers informed of subjects sus- 
ceptible of discussion is of undoubt- 
ed value for the maintenance of the 
ila of Empire and of community 
of interests. The resolution adopt- 


r} Haldane, to form a General Staff, 
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drawn from the forces of the Em- 
pire, whieh shall undertake schemes 
of defence ona common principle 
is capalile of highly efficient deve- 
lopments. One unfortunate episode: 
of the Conference was supplied by 
the treatment of Sir Robert Bond’s 
representatiens touching the fishery 
dispute between Newfoundland and 
the United States, and by the cor- 
respondence to which that part of 
the debates gave rise. The subject 
has been already discussed in these 
columns and need not be reopened. 
But it appears to have been felt 
even by opponents of the Govern- 
ment ut Home that Sir Robert did 
not act with the greatest wisdom in 
foreing the matter before the Con. 
ference, and that the whole affair’ 
may serve best as x recommenda- 
tion to Newfoundland to bring her- 
self into union with the Dominion 
of Canaja in order to win greater 
consideration for her constitutional 
rights. Since the Conference dis- 
persed the introduction on August. 
8 of Austs 's new tariff, with its 
high wall against foreign manufac- 
tures and its quite illusory pre- 
ference for the Mother Country, has: 
lent support to the opponents of 
preference within the Empire; and 
the argument has only gained in 
foree by Canada’s retaliatory mea- 
sure cutting off her subsidies to 
steamships plying between Austra- 
lia and Vancouver. O£ other 
Colonial history in 1907 it may be 
noted that the promising colony of 
New Zealand has blossomed into a 
Dominion. A brilliant episode 
was provided by the birthday  pre- 
sentation of the Cullinan Diamond 
to King Edward by the Transvaal 
Government. In ‘other respects, 
however, notably in the diminution 
of the British clement. in the coun- 
try, the Dutch preponderance in the 
Transvaal elections of February 20 
has not yet fulsified the shrewder 
anticipations of those on the spot. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND 
THE POWERS. 


‘The closing months of 1907 saw, 
in the visit of the German Emperor 
and Empress to England, sequel of 
King Edward’s stay at Wilhelms- 
hoehe, a distinct effort to heal the 
breach between Great Britain and 
Germany. Nothing was wanting 
in the cordiality of the reception 
extended everywhere to his Im- 
perial Majesty ; even Mr. Punch 
for the time being sheathed his 
truncheon ; and there is no reason 
to doubt the sincerity of the Em- 
peror’s glowing speech at the 
Guildhall. In fact from German 
Emperor down to German Press 
there was alundant evidence of a 
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desire that the visit might in-. 
augurate a new era in -Anglo- - 
German relations—a wish that 
Great Britain herself may cordially 
endorse. It is the more regrettable 
that the wish appears doomed to 
stop short at the merely academic 
stage. Since it was expressed we 
have received the details of the 
German budget for 1908 under 
which the estimated expenditure on 
naval projects for the next ten years 
amounts to £208,600,000 ; which 
ie an increase of £49,300,000 as 
compared with the estimates of 
1906. It cannot but be obvious 
that the coolness between the two 
countries was none of British seek- 
ing ; but unfortunately Great Bri- 
tain’s mere existencé blocks » the 
way to nearly every aim which 
Germany has set before her.; 
and so long us sho persists in 
the challenge to British naval 
supremacy which she threw down 
eight years ago, so long must 
British and German paths lie wide 
apart. 

Very different is the case of 
France, between whom and Great 
Britain the entente cordiale after 
nearly four years of existence dis- 
plays no sign of woakening; it 
should gain additional strength from 
the Franco-British Exhibition of 
Science, Arts and Industries which 
is to be held in London in the forth- 
coming summer. The past. year 
has one of curious mixture for 
France. Abroad she has been con- 
spicuously successful ; at home she 
is weakened by faction and evil 
counsel to such an extent that her 
future existence as first-class 
Power has been brought into peril. 
The Franco-Siamese Agreement 
of last March has added to her 
possessions in Indo-China by 
territory rich in precious stones, 
minerals and vegetations, and to 
this must be added on the credit 
side her subsequent treaty with 
Japan. Finally the massacre of 
Europeans at Casablanca in August 
has given France an opportunity 
to assert her right as the predomj- 
nant power in Morocco (not wholly 
an unmixed blessing to judge by 
the length of the campaign, but 
ardently desired by successive 
French Foreign Ministers,) while 
Europe in general including Ger- 
many. looks on with benevolent 
For the reverse of the 
picture we find a school of French 

liticians, who are apparent! 
Enzious that their country” should 
emalate the example of (China: 
in cultivating peaceful relations 
with her neighbours without the 
aid of armaments. . This is the 
most charitable view, of, their 
gospel. Its errors, however, have 
been clearly explained by members 
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of the French Government, and as 
there are signs of a national 
awakening, it would be ill-taste on 
the part of foreigners to tender 
further criticism. 

With the other Powers Great 
Britain remains on terms of un- 
failing excellence. To many per- 
sons it was a disappointment that 
the Hague Conference, after nearly 
four months of strenuous delibera- 
tion by the representatives of 
forty-six countries, should have 
produced nothing more tangible 
than an epigram from the Chinese 
military Delegate who asked for a 
definition of war, “since,” as he 
explained, “in the case of 
wus usually called an expedition.’ 
Considering, moreover, that the 
Conference met to debate on the 
proposal of Great Britain, a limita 
tion of armaments, it is yet more 
disheartening that every single 
Power should be now finding it 
necessary to increase its naval 
strength. Batif the Conference failed 
the explanation is that the world 
is yet too young for ideals. It may, 
nevertheless, have marked another 
step in the right direction ; and the 
best commentary upon its influence 
is to be found in the fact that, at the 
beginning of 1908, there is hardly a 
point in the world at which a pos- 
sible complication might not be 
smoothed away by the conferences, 
conventions and rapprochements of 
1907.

CANADA AND JAPAN. 


END OF NEGOTIATIONS IN 
SIGHT. 


Tokio, December 25. 

The Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux, 
Canadian Special Commissioner, 
and Count Hayashi, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, exchanged mem- 
oranda this morning. Mr. 
Lemieux leaves Yokohama for home 
on Thursday. 

It is “understood that Mr. 
‘Lemieux insists that the aesurance 
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given by Mr. T. Nosse, Japanese 
Consul-General at Ottawa, at a 
time before Canada’s participation 
in the Anglo-Japanese Commercial 
Treaty, and since repeated, to the 
effect that Japan would restrict her 
emigrants to 600 yearly, must be 
regarded as a moral pledge on the 
part. of Japan. . 

Uount Hayashi holds on the 
her hand, that, if such an assur- 
ance were actually given, a distinot 
line must be drawn between assur- 


ances given before and after 
Canada’s participation in the 
Treaty. 


The Japanese Labour Commis- 
sioner, Mr. Ishii, confidentially pro~ 
mised some months ago at Ottawa 
that Japan would send no un- 
healthy emigrants into the Do- 
minion, and has now further 
promised that there shall be stricter 
supervision in the future. Mr. 
Isbii and the Assistant Secretary 
of State for the Dominion, Mr. 
Pope, have been lately in constant 
conference regarding the wording 
of the report of the negotiations 
which is to be put- before the 
Canadian Parliament.—Our Own

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THE GAMBLING 
INCUBUS. 


December 30. 
‘Tas last issue of Municipal 
Minutes published on Saturday 
contains = reference to Public 
Gambling which calls for closer 
attention than may have been 
accorded to it amid the exigencies 
of the holiday season. Asis known, 
the crusade carried on by the 
Municipal Council against public 
gambling dates back some six years 
and has had the effect of proseribing 
the evil in its worst forms with 
the limits of the Settlement. 
Beyond the borders, however, 
gambling has continued to be 
indulged in quite freely, battening 
on the immunity it enjoys from 
the reach of the Council’s arm. 
Tho only method of coping with 
it in its outside refuges was 
through the medium of the Con- 
suls by whose nationals it was 
conducted. For a considerable 
time the support of the Spanish 
Consul in the matter was withheld, 
but under a new régime the 
necessary authority to act was 
given to tho Municipal Police and 
it appeared that gambling at the 
tore notorious places had been 
satisfactorily scotched. ‘The muny- 
headed hydra, however, had not 
lost its vitality with the amputation 
of one or two heads, for it soon 
re-appeared elsowhere under the 
iso of a different nationality. 
With the losing of the two big 
resorts, a third has increased its 
clientale, and no sooner have 
measures been directed against. the 
latter than one of the former 
springs again into activity under 
new management. In — dealing 
with the subject of gambling it 
is unnecessary to attempt to gauge 
the relative position it holds in the 
seale of public vices ; nor is it 
necessary to condone all forms of 
it, because the generality of man- 
kind indulges in it in one form or 
another. It is universally admitted 











that the gaming-table introduces| has 


subtle distinctions that renders it 
essentially more vicious than the 
majority of types of gambling, in 
so far as its surroundings conduce 
more than those of any other form 
to loss of self-control that leads to 
tunpremeditated excesses. Be that. 
4s it may, it is incumbent on the 
administrators of community 
to which an annual influx of more 
or less unsophisticated youth wends 
its way to restrict as far as possible 
the inducements to public gambling. 

It is in this spirit, we may 
presume, that the Municipal Coun- 
oil -has undertaken its crusade, 
which at one tithé seemed to be: 
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ortunate in the support of the 
Consular Body. Having secared 
the assistance of the Spanish 
Consul, the Council found that 
public gambling was at last con- 
fined to one resort conducted by a 
Cuban ; but from this point of the 
campaign its actions Feplay the 
uncertainty and irresolution that 
might have been ex; if the 
Councillors had suddenly been 
confronted with s Dodo. Pos- 
sibly this animal as well, if more 
were known about it, had an 
equally embarrassing rale regard- 
ing what may or may not be done 
to it “between sunset and sun- 
rise ” that recalls the constitution of 
the powers of darkness. When the 
municipal authorities failed to 
enlist the sympathies of the 
Cuban Consul, they requested the 
American Consul. eon ie act 
in loco parentis. Mr. ('. Denby’s 
conception of the United States’ 
burden of Empire failed the Coun- 
cil just at this point, and it was 
driven to submit the matter to the 
Consular Body as a whole. Here, 
unfortunately, a tactical error was 
committed, for in the letter to the 
Senior-Consul reference was made 
to gambling “under the auspices 
of the Consul for (uba.” The 
phrase is regrettable, for it is un- 
diplomatic. To the Consular Body 
it may have conjured up visions of 
one of their colleagues acting as 
“croupier” or otherwise catering 
in person to the desires of the 
gambling public. This was mani- 
festly unfair to Colonel Benjamin 
Giberga. We can imagine him 
saying to his Consular colleagues ; 
—“My turn to-day; yours to- 
morrow. How would you like to 
be called a croupier ?” The mere 
suggestion was sufficient, and the 
letter is returned to the Council 
“because it refers to one of our 
colleagues in most disrespectful 
terms.” There for the moment 
the matter rests, and gambling, we 
must infer, flourishes on the out- 
skirts of the Settlement. The 
publication of the correspondence 

no serious significance, and in 
the peculiar circumstances govern- 
ing this community does not imply 
any raptare in the relations be- 
tween the Consular Body and the 
Council. It is prompted solely, as 
the Minute explains, by a desire 
“to achieve good results in en- 
couraging ablic interest in the 
affairs of the Settlement and in 
stimulating criticism of the Coun- 
cil’s proceedings.” 

While it is to be regretted that 
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gambling. The Consular Body has 

scored a technical point, bat it is 

by no means absolved from its 

responsibility in this matter. Not 

long ago when losses at gambling 
led to the suicide of a young 
Belgian, the Consuls were stirred 
to activity and assured the Council 
on October 15 that the question of 
the foreign gambling houses was 
under their earnest consideration. 
It will hardly be to the credit of 
such a body if gambling is allowed 
to continue to the extent indicated 
by the Council. Diplomatic finesse 
may be lacking in Municipal com- 
munications and even in closing’ 
the correspondence on the subject 
before finality is reached. But the 
Consular Body has not denied that 
gambling takes place in establish- 
ments conducted by Cubans ; and 
presumably, if other Consuls can 
check the evil, Colonel Benjamin 








the Council allowed itself to be put. 
out of tourt by the use of an in- 
jndicious phrase, general sympathy 
will be felt with Oouncillors in 
their strenuous efforts to put down 
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Giberga also can do so, if be bas 
the will or is compelled to take 
action at the unanimous instigation 
of a Consular Body careful of its 
‘own honour. 





THE KEEPING OF 


DIARIES. 
December 31. 


OF ull good resolutions with 
which the surprising optimism of 
mankind is prone to burthen itself 
at New Year none is more ins 
than the resolution to keep a diary. 
Even in the making of it the) 
lurks at the back of the mind a 
conviction, born, perhaps, of many 
years’ similar experiment, that the 
new resolution will hardly endure 
beyond the first fortnight of Janu- 
ary. Yet from a Mrs. Jameson 
lifted into literary celebrity by her 
brilliant pictures of Italian travel 
entitled Diary of an Ennuyée, down 
to the schoolboy who wrote “ Father 
sliped on the stars (? stairs) and 
broke his coller bone we had erthy 
potatoys for dinner,” there are few 
that have not known what it was 
to be fired with ambition to record 
the acts of their hands and the self- 
commanings of the inmost soul, 
One man is methodical ; the greater 
reason that at New Year he should 
strengthen himself in- method ; and 
what better means could be found 
of ensuring that regularity which 
he emulates in all his affairs than 
a diary? Another man is casual, 
happy-go-lucky he leves his hat 
on the writing table, bis umbrella 
in the fireplace, and never knows 
from one week’s end to another 
whether quarter-day will find him 
in Berkeley Square or the Bank- 
ru] Court. For him also the 
New Year shall be an occasitn df 
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self-discipline, and a diary’ one of 
the chief instruments of his recti- 
fication. Even without the possible 
moral benefit to be derived from 
keeping a diary, its pages will make 
pleasant reading in old age ; and 
forthwith imagination pictures the 
grey head bowed over a pile of 
faded manuscript books, the shaded 
lamp, drawn curtains and bright 
fire, and the atmosphere populous 
with the thoughts of “ the days that 
are no more.” 

It is to be supposed that book- 
sellers are aware of this human 
weakness, and, in spite of their 
usaal superiority to the wiles of 
common shopmen, are anable to 
resist the temptation of profiting 
by it. For on no other grounds 
is it possible to explain the im- 
mense array of diaries with which 
every book and stationery shop is 
crowded during the last weeks of 
the Old Year. Weighty volumes 
bound in rough calf and inter- 
leaved with blotting-paper, “ lined 
for cash”, altogether eloquent of 
important business and rich bills of 
lading ; dainty booklets clad in 
morocco and belted with silver, fit 
only for the most virginal 
thoughts ; long narrow tablets “a 
week at an opening ” ; finger note- 
books to be carried in the waistcoat 
pocket for those who merely desire 
to jot down engagements ; fat 
volumes bound in sober dark green 
cloth suggestive of serious life and 
habits of meditation ; it cannot be 
that there is any real commercial 
demand for so many kinds of 
diaries, beyond the promptings of 
an evanescent enthusiasm for New 
Year resolutions. Some people, with 
a determination if not a talent for 
making literature equal to that of 
Pepys or Evelyn, can keep a diary 
for several years. For the majority 
an effort of six weeks is all too 
much ; and hell receives another 
paving-stone, certainly of a ma- 
terial shape. It is some consolation 
to reflect that # diary discontinued 
after fifteen years is practically 
as useless as one that endures but 
fifteen days ; that there is more 
offence in breaking a resolution 
which has stood so long a test of: 
time than in failing over one that 
was hardly begun ; that next year 
we shall do better, may hope to be 
less hampered in our private affairs 
by the necessary cares of bissiness 
and the unnecessary interruptions 
of other people. In such ways we 
can find excuse for our short- 
comings ; oblivious to the fact that 
not the least of the considerations 
which led us to undertake a diary 
was that there might be one place 
entirely free from cant or 


pose, in which we might be 














On the other hand it may be 
argued that a diary is the last con- 
fidant in the world with whom it 
is possible to be quite honest. 
Stevenson felt this and stigmatized 
the habit as “a school of posture 
and melancholy self-deception.” 
But then Stevenson’s purpose in 
keeping diaries, as he himself 
admits, was to acquire the art of 
writing ; which seems to rob his 
virtue in abandoning them of not a 
little of its merit. Yet that which 
he condemned may be in reality the 
true attraction for ordinary men, 
however strenuously they endeavour 
to persuadé themselves to the con- 
trary. Stevenson himself has left 
his recor’ in “ monuments more last~ 
ing than brass.” For those who have 
genius there is no need of manu- 
script books whether bound in calf, 
cloth or morocco ; and it is cer- 
tainly a curious coincidence that, 
professional writers excepted, the 
men who have the power to do 
things have usually the least ability 








or desire to describe them. With 
the great mass of mankind life has 
ittle enough of romance or 
epic but what imagination can 
supply ; and as an aid to imagina- 
tion there lies the diary with its 
attractive though unreal world in 





which one figure may always 
cceupy the limelight, heroic 
deeds never fail for’ want of 


presence of mind, the smart 
repartee be always ready before the 
adversary has disappeared round 
the corner. Moralists and the un- 
welcome persuasions of time con- 
vince us that for the bare facts of 
existence the physical body contains 
its own unerring ledger, wherein 
the entries are written in each littlo 
creeping line about the eyes and 
every trivial timorous precaution 
against draughts and wet feet. 
These are the candid friends of life; 
and there is much to be said for 
such a friend as the diary which 
can never be more candid than its 
author pleases.

INDIFFERENCE TO HUMAN 
LIFE, 


Nothing brings ont more forcibly the 
marked difference between the East and 
the West than the light value which is 
placed upon human life in China, and 
various reasons are advanced to account 
for this unattractive characteristic of the 
Chinese, It is due undoubtedly in the 





first place to their inherent callousness. 
Henry Norman, referring to an execa- 
tion he witnessed in Canton, speaks of 
“the bratal matter-of-factness of the 





hole performans This apathetic 
indifference is observable in every case 
where human life is taken, whether 
legally or otherwise, The indifference 
exhibited to the sufferings of the 
wounded on the battle field and 
the little effort that is put forth 
to save the . liver of wounded 
soldiers afford another example of this 
same callousness. ‘The greed of gain 
which ix so strongly implanted in the 
minds of the Chinese, due no doubt to 
‘a Innge extent to the precarious hand- 
to-mouth existence of so many of them, 
has also to be taken into consideration, 
In the case of shipwrecks and other 











pas-| disasters, the onlookers not infrequently 


devote themselves to the appropriation 
‘of as much spoil as possible, regardless 
‘of the people who are perishing. On 
‘one occasion a Chinese fell into the 
river from a boat, but the boat- 
men refased to make any attempt to 
rescue they had discussed 
with the foreigner in whose employ he 
was the amount he was willing to give 
them for so doing. After all the money 
the foreigner had with him had been 
handed over, they rescued the man 
from the water, but it was too late to 
save his life, a fact which apparently 
‘caused them not the slightest concern. 
Quite recently a forvigner at Woosnng 
saw a native sailing-boat drifting across 
the bows of a large junk, which caused 
her to capsize. The occupants were 
able to cling to their boat and six of 
them were rescued from their perilous 
position by the foreigner. Four others 
were also rescued. After waiting oD 
the scene for half-an-hour he towed the 
boat to the bank and beached it, to find 
yet another man still alive 
From the moment of the collisi 

men on board the junk had watched with 
utter unconcern the men struggling in 
the water, some of whom might have been 


‘saved if a rope had been shrown to Shem

assist the drowning men, Whilst there

‘There is « curious contrast in the 
methods of the French and American 
principals. Madame Simon-Girard, for 
instance, has quite an economical French 
way with her about her voice. Her 
‘notes are there, but she does not believe 
in wasting them on rehearsals. Accord- 
ingly she just indicates them, and the 
tenor is equally thrifty.

A BRETON SUPERSTITION. 

‘The public, even in a country of such 
advanced ideas as France, is oceasion- 
ally reminded that everyone does not 
keep step with the march of civilization, 
and that the most archaic ideas can 
‘survive generations of education and 
liberty. Brittany, the most retrograde 
part of France, has lately provided us 
with one of these reminders. 
grave of once well-known artist 
named Yan Dargent, who died in Pari 
eight years ago and was interred in the 
graveyard of his native Breton village, 
was opened at the request of his son. 
The head was cut off, placed in a 
casket and removed to a vault in the 
church. This ghastly operation, which 
‘was too much for the sexton, was per 
formed by the priest, with the sanction 
‘of the mayor, # very old map, who 
seems to have regarded it as nothing 
very extraordinary. ‘There was a general 
outburst of horror when the story be- 
came known, and it was urged that the 
‘s0n should be proscented for profaning 
his father’s tomb. From a strictly 
legal point of view, however, he was 
within his rights, and he declares that 
his father made him give a solemn 
promise that the head should be re- 
moved and deposited in the church. 
This is a very old Breton custom. At 
the present day thirty-eight caskets, 
each containing » skull, can be seen 
on the capitals of the pi in 
the choir of the cathedral at St.

In many cases the placing of a skull 
in one of these vaults was an act of 
homage to the memory of some specially 
‘venerated member of the family; in 
others, it was the fulfilment of » dying 
behest’ on the part of some pious 
or superstitious Breton who believed

the year’s working unfortunately con- 
firms the correctness of his forecast. 
The depressed condition of the cotton 
industry throughout the year must he 
a matter of common knowledge to 
all, The Yangtze markets were in- 
fluenced by scarcity of food supplies 
and partial famine, consequent on the 
bad harvests of the previous season, 
and the northern ontlets were depressed 
by heavy stocks of imported yarn and 
restriction of financial facilities, Sales, 
therefore, were made on « hand-to-mouth 
basis, and as the year developed, 
demand became so slack that it was 
found necessary to restrict the output 
by working on short time; the mill 
being stopped on this account for about 
sixty extra days throughout the year, 
in addition to ordinary stoppages. 
This naturally increased the cost of 
production while the heavy stocks and 
poor deliveries throughout the year have 
materially affected our interest account. 
‘The net result of these adverse circum- 
stances is shown in a loss on the twelve 
months’ working of about Tis. 18,700, 
but in consideration of the substantial 
sum carried forward from the previous 
year, your Consulting Committee re- 
commend the payment of a dividend 
of five per cent, which can be effected 
without touching the sum of Tis. 
150,000 placed to equalization of 
dividend account last year. The stock 
of yaro at October 31 was heavy, 
bat bas since been considerably reduced, 
and deliveries are at present well imain- 
tained. The present ontlook cannot be 
called brilliant, but there are indica 
tions that the trade is assuming 
a normal course. Before 
proposing the adoption of the report 
and accounts, I wish to refer to

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THE CHRIST'MAS 
PAPER HUNT. 


It would not have been possible to 
select a more ideal day for paper 
hunting than Christmas Day. The at- 
tendance at the Christmas hunt is 
usually large, but this year’s attendance 
must have beaten all records. 
Spectators went out in crowds in 
carriages, in motor ears and on horse- 
back, and thongh the finish was not an 
exciting one the field was so Inrge, and 
the riders came in at such short 
intervals that there was none of that 
weary waiting for late comers that so 
often characterizes, and detracts from 
the pleasure of, a paper hunt. For 
nearly a mile the Hangjso Road was 
lined with carriages on both sides, and, 
although order was well-maintained by 
posse of mounted police, a long time 
elapsed after the ponies had come in 
before the last vehicle had left the 
neighbourhood. The field was a very 
large one ; about two miles from the 
start 120 riders, of whom it may be 
safely assumed quite a fair percentage 
were not members of the club, were 
counted.

In fact some of 
the hunt went nearly mile down the 
Bee Line without paper. That portion

THE RAILWAY LOAN. 

Althoogh several meetings have 
been held in Peking between the prin- 
cipal members of the Grand Council 
‘sod of the Waiwapa and the represen- 
tatives of Kiangen and Chékiang pro- 
vinces, concerning the foreign loan for 
‘the Soochow-Hangchow-Ningpo rail- 
way, no definite result has been arrived 
at. It is reported in official circles 
that the Central Government intends 
to adhere to the loan arrangement with 
the British and Chinese Corporation. 
Several dispatches have been received 
by the Waiwupu from the British 
Minister urging the immediate settle- 
‘ment of the loan. 

IMPORTANT DECREES. 

Two important Imperial decrees, one 
dated the 24th and the other the 25th 
of this month, have been published 
in the “ Peking Gazette" of the same 
dates.

magistrate. 
THE GRIP OF OPIUM. 

H, E. Lu Pao-chung, President of 
the Censorate, who was recently order- 
ed to resign his post for the time being, 
on account of his opium-smoking habit, 
has asked the Throne to allow him to 
resign his post permanently, as he has, 
so far, not been able to get rid of the 
habit.’ We understand his Excellency 
has been farther granted two months" 
leave of absence in order to enable him 
to free himself from the habit.

It is reported from Peking that a 
large number of insurgents are causing 
trouble and committing acts of brigand- 
age at Chiichou and Ichon, Shantung 
province, and that H.E, Wu Ting-pin, 
‘Acting Governor of that province, has 
received instructions from the Pekin; 
Government to suppress the bandits 
without delay. 

It_is stated that Prince Ching,

A telegram from Tientsin states that 
the Pel Government is reported to 
have obtained the approval of the 
British Minister to extend the govern- 
ment monopoly of the sale of opium in 
the various provinces of the Empire. 

The opium monopoly bureau for 
Chihli province will, it is reported, be 
opened after the Chinese New Year, and 
‘Taotai Liu Shu-hung has been appointed 
Director of the same. 

HLE, Hsu Chiieh, formerly Chinese 
Minister to Italy, has presented a 
memorial to the Throne advising their 
‘Majesties to float a public loan to meet 
the deficiency of revenue caused by the 
abatement of the taxes upon foreign 
and native opium. The memorial has 
‘deen submitted to the Ministry of 
Finance for consideration. 

The Viceroys of Chibli and Hukuang 
provinces have been instructed by the 
Central Government to send in their 
ws regarding the redemption of the 
eking-Hankow Railway from the 
Belgian Syndicate. 

It is reported that Acting Governor 
‘Wn Ting-pin, of Shantung, bas issued 
& proclamation prohibiting the students 
of that province to form societies of a 
revolutionary nature and to interfere in 
political questions. The order adds 
that, should any students be found 
opposing this injunction, they are to be 
summarily handed to the police to be 
dealt with. The Superintendent of 
Education has also been requested to 
keep a sharp look-out upon the move- 
ments of the students.

ENGINEERS AND 
ARCHITECTS. 


Members of the local society were 
the guests of Messrs, Arahold, Kar- 
berg & Co. on Saturday afternoon last, 
when they were afforded an opportunity 
of inspecting the new reinforced con- 
‘rete building in course of erection for 
the above-named firm at the corner of 
Szechuen and Kiukiang Roads. The 
pe was conducted over the building 

Mr. R. Lemke and Mr. W. Carter 
of Messrs, “Arahol Karberg & Co. 
and Mr. G. W. Phillips, the engineer 
in charge of the work, 

‘The form of reinforcement in thix 
building differs materially from 
that employed in the Telephone 
Company's new building, and it was 
respect more particularly that 
it—by comparison—proved so in- 
ing to those members who had 
visited the Telephone Company's build- 
ing = few months ago. Whatever 
advantages either system may possess, 
such visits can only be of the greatest 
aasistance to the Society in its funda- 
mental object, viz :—the general ad- 
vancement of the science and practice of 
engineering and architecture in all 
their branches, 

After complete inspection of the 
building operations in progress, amongst 
which might be mentioned the laying of 
the floor of the seventh storey, from| 
which a good view of the surrounding 

‘was to be obtained, the party 
adjourned to the first floor, where re- 
freshments were kindly provided: 
Here the President Mr. H. King Hiller, 
‘on behalf of the Society, proposed a 
hearty vote of thanks to Messrs, 
Arnhold, Karberg & Co. for the privi- 
lege of inspecting the building, and this 
was briefly acknowledged by Mr. 
Lemke. 

The new building is to be seven 
storeys in height and covers an area of 
100 x 76 feet ; the first floor being 
intended for showrooms, the remainder 
for offices. The building generally is of

open hearth steel with an elastic limit 
‘up to 42,000 Ib. and an ultimate tensile 
strength of 70,000 lb. The cross 
section is diamond shaped with two 
horizontal flanges or wings, projecting 
at the opposite corners. These wing 
portions are sheared up at intervals 
and bent so as to make an angle of 
forty-five degrees with the main portion 
of the bar. 

The rate of progress in construction 
up to the present has averaged one 
storey each three weeks. The architect 
for the building is Mr. Walter Scott.

If he does so, shall ask 
him to have the place watched by his 
‘own police and to report to me, As a 
matter of fact no gambling goes on

FRENCH CONCESSION. 


ALTERATIONS IN 
THE REGULATIONS OF THE 
FRENCH CONCESSION. 


The “Echo de Chine” of Monday's 
date publishes the following Official 
Communication issued by M. Dejean 
de la Batie, the French Consul-General, 
in pursuance of instructions received . 
from the French Minister in Pekin; 

It is ordered that Articles II, III and 
IV of the Regulations of the Municipal 
Body of the French Concession, issued 
‘on April 14, 1868, shall be abrogated. 
‘and replaced by the following articles to 
‘come into force on January 1 :. 

Arricis II, 

Every Frenchman and foreigner, of 
‘at least twenty-one years of age, (with 
the exception set forth in the second 

hh of the present article) fal- 
filling one of the three following con- 
tions, eal be an elector :— 

1.—The possession, by virtue of » 
regular title, of land’ within the limite 
‘of the Concession, or paying the 
Municipal taxes, 

2.—The occupancy in the Concession, 
or on land on which the Municipal 
taxes are leviable, of the whole or part. 
of « building as’ tenant at a monthly 
rental of at least thirty teels, or 
farnished lodgings at a rental of at 
least forty taels per month. 
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cession or in a building on which the 
‘Municipal taxes are leviable for at least 
three months and who can give proof 
that they are in receipt of 125 tacls 





per month. 
The following are not electors :— 
1.—The staff of the French 


Consulate-Generel with the exception 
of the Consul-General. 

2.—The officers of the French Army 
aod Navy. 

3.—The officers and agents employed 


by the Municipality who are in receipt] the 


of remuneration, even although they 

may be the proprietors of land in accord~ 

ance with the conditions set forth in 

the first clause of the present article, 
Aariece III. 

The Consul-General will draw up the 
electoral list, revising it every year and 
convening the meeting of electors. 

Notices concerning the inscription or 
erasare of names on the voting list will 
be received up till noon on the day 
preceding the day fixed for the elec- 
tions, and will be summarily decided, 
without any appeal by the Consul- 
General after having given audience to 
those concerned. 

The election operations are to be 
verified by the Municipal Coancil. 
Questions of eligibility are to be con- 
sidered at a special meeting of the 
Municipal Council under the presidency 
of the Consul-General. The decision 
taken may be deferred, as a last resource, 
to the French Minister at Peking 
for administrative adjudication. 

Antieue IV, 

Electors who are at least twenty-five 
years of age are eligible. 

Contractors in connexion with the 
Manicipal service, inembers of the ad- 
ministrative council, directors or em- 
ployees who have anything to do with 
Monicipal contracts for the execution 
of works of whatsoever nature they may 
be in connexion with the pablic service, 
are not eligible. 

Any councillors in office who shall 
find themselves in the condition specified 
in the preceding persgraph of the pre- 
sent ‘srticle, shall be considered as 

In case of doubt, the question shall 
be decided according to the rules set 
forth in the third paragraph of Article 
IIL, touching the eligibility of a voter. 

Retiring councillors are eligible for 
reelection.

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THE VOYAGE OF TUE Fox. 


In 1850 M‘Clintock was a officer on 
the Assistance during a search, and 
Captain Ommanney.went ashore to ex- 
amine a cairn that had been noticed on 
Beechey Island. It was then that the 
first traces of the lost expedition were 
found. . 

‘When, in April, 1857, the Govern- 
ment decided to abandon the seareb, 
Lady Franklin purchased the small 
three-masted yacht Fox, of 177 tons, 
and M'Clintock was chosen as com- 
mander. The Fox had a crew of twenty- 
five (seventeen of them experienced 
Arotic men), and she sailed that July. 

‘The ice prevented the Fox making 
Barrow Strait that year. She became 
ice-bound in Baffin’s Bay, narrowly 
escaping disaster herself on several 
occasions. Sir Leopold's journal of 
their experiences, written as a duty,

“ This evening we gathered round the

heightened by one of those strange 
phenomena which are but seldom seen 
even here, a complete halo encircling 
the moon, through which passed a 
horizontal band of pale light that en- 
compassed the heavens.” 
HOW FRANKLIN DIED. 

Cannot one see it? By April, 1858, 
the Fox got away from the ice, and 
reached Beechey Island, after many 
adventures, on August 11. They 
ed to get to the west of Bellot 
Strait, and sailed sonth thither. But 
it was quite a moot point that the 
Btrait existed at all, Tt was supposed. 
to be a passage between the island of 
North Somerset and Boothia Felix. It 
proved to be a narrow channel a mile 
wide, twenty miles long, with precipitous! 
shores of granite and wild tide races, 
dangerous with tumult of driven bergs, 
which drove the Fox back four times. 
‘That winter they harbonred near, and 
the next spring sledge journeys were 
organized south to King William's 
Land to search for Franklin relics. 
Of course, history has the result. One! 
oft M'Clintock’s parties found an old 
boat on a desolate beach ; and, writes 
the skipper :— 











“There was that in the boat which 
transfixed us with awe. It was por- 
tions of two human skeletons. One 
was of a slight young person; the 
other of a large, strongly-made, middle- 
aged man. The former was found in 
the bow of the boat, but was too much 
disturbed to enable Hodgson to judge 
whether he had died there ; large and 
powerful animals, probably wolves, had 
destroyed inuch of this skeleton, pro- 
bably that of an officer.

Lon Romah, alias Boisset, stage 
manager af the Boisset Variety Com- 
pany, Bubbling Well Rosd, was 
charged that he did unlawfully enter 
and endeavour feloniously to obtain a 
sum of money by prising open two 
tranks, the property of George Pass, 
in room No, 6 of the Globe Hotel, 
No. 366 Nanking Road, between 
3 pan. and 6 p.m. on the 25th instant 
and was further charged that, at the 
same time and place, he did steal six 
gold and sapphire buttons, valued at 
$60, from a wardrobe, said buttons 
being also the property of George 
Pass. 

George Pass, the complainant, sworn, 
said he was the proprietor of the 
Boisset Variety Company. He knew 
the accused, who was an actor in and the 
stage manager of the Boisset Varicty 
Company. Accused’s name was Lou 
Romah. About 7 p.m. on the 25th 
instant witness returned to his room at 
the Globe hotel and found that bi 
trunk had been prised open, but that 
nothing had been taken from it. There 
was nothing of value in it. Witness: 
reported the matter at Louza Police 
Station and was accompanied back to 
the hotel by Sub-Inspector FitzGibbon, 
who made an investigation. On awaking 
next morning, witness looked round 
his bedroom and found that a dispatch 
box had also been prised open and 
that a set of six gold buttons, valued 
at $60, was missing from his ward- 
robe. There was nothing of value in 
the dispatch box and nothing of value 
was missing therefrom. Witness found 
‘a bed-key (produced) lying near the 
dispatch box. He at once reported 
the matter at Louza Police Station 
‘and two detectives accompanied him to 
the hotel and made enquiries, as a result 
‘of which they arrested the sccased, who 
had been making statements to people 
in the hotel that he had broken open the 
boxes. The boxes produced were those 
to which he referred and were intact) 
when witness left the hotel on the after- 
‘noon of the 25th instant. 

Detective-Sub-Inspector FitzGibbon, 
sworn, said that at 8 p.m. on the 25th 
instant, the complainant, George Pass, 
reported at Lonzs Police Station that 
he had left his room at the Globe; 
Hotel at 3 p.m, that day and on his 
return at 7 p.m. hed found thet a trank 
in his bed-room had been prised open. 
Witness accompanied complainant to 
the Globe Hotel and found that 
nothing had been abstracted from the 
complainant’s trank. He made in- 
qniries, but could not ascertain who 
had opened the trunk. At 9.30 a.m. 
next day the complainant again called 
at Louza Station and reported that! 
a set of gold buttons was miss- 
ing from his wardrobe and that 
dispatch box had been forcibly 
opened, evidently during his absence. 
Ta company with Detective-Sergeant 
Macdonald, witness again visited the 
hotel and after making inquiries found 
good reason to believe that the accnsed 
wwas the calprit. ‘They visited accused's 
































room, No. 10 in the same hotel, and 
questioned him. Acensed at once 
admitted that he and the complainant 
had had an altercation over money 
matters on the morning of the 25th 
instant; that he was aggravated and 
had broken open the complainant's 
boxes and had subsequently taken the 
gold buttons from the complainant's 
wardrobe. Accused said that a certain 
sum of money was due to him from the 
complainant and that he had taken the 
buttons in lieu of the money due. 
Witness found the gold buttons on the 
jindow-sill and the accused said that 
he had had no intention of stealing 
them, but had intended to throw them 
away. Witness arrested the accused 
and gave him the usual caution, bat he 
made no further statement. 

His Worship said that if the accused 
wished for an adjouroment, to obtain 
legal advice, to call witnesses for the 
defence, or for any other purpose, an 
sdjournment would be granted. This 
was a serious charge and one upon 
which accused might have to be com- 
mitted for trial. 

‘The accused said he would like to 
make a statement and his Worship 
ssid he might do so, but he would not 
at this stage require hin to make his 
statement on oath. 

The accused said that he and the 
complainant, George Pass, were part- 
ners in equal shares in the Boisect 
Variety Company. They had worked 
at the building in Bubbling Well Road 
for » week, but had done only moderate 
business, taking from $10 to $14 per 
night. Pass looked after the front of 
the house and witness was performing 
on and looking after the stage. Pass had 
been absent on several nights, presum- 
ably spending the takings, and when 
accused asked him about the payment of 
the hotel bill and wages, Pass replied 
that he had finished with it and told 
witness, who had not received a cent, to 
look after that business _himeelf. 
‘Accused then opened the complainant’ 
boxes and took the buttons "trom his 
wardrobe, bat had no intention of 
theft. 

His Worship pointed out to accused 
that he might have had a very good 
civil claim, but he was charged with 
theft. 

‘The accused replied that he bad no 
intention of applying the buttons to his 
own use. He was not sober when he 
took them. 

His Worship said thats man could 
not commit theft without having the 
intention of stealing. ‘The accused did 
not appear to bave taken these buttons 
to realize for his own purpose. 
He had committed a wrong for 
which he might be punished. 
The complainant might sue for 
tresspass, wrongfal conversion, or get 
compensation for damage done. Did 
the police wish to go on with the 
original charge ? 

Sub-Inspector Johnson said that the 
‘complainant had Isid a charge and the 
police could obtain no further evidence.

Pass went to 
his box, and he had there #15 in notes 
and @ list of expenses, *Witness asked 
hin what he had done with the money 
he had been taking all the week, 
he said, “Here is the list of what 
paid away, and this is what ix left. 
Witness found out that Pass had not 
paid certain sums he told witness he 
had expended. Witness left eom- 
plainant and took several drinks. 
“Later T went to Pass’s mom to see 
if he was there, but he was not, so 
T tried his boxes.

Accused had to some extent, perhaps, the 
idea that he was going to do himself 
jnstice by his own action of taking this 
‘money from Pass's possession and keep- 
ing it in his own, That was not allowed 
and he wnst be punished, Accused had 
escaped on the charge of larceny, but on 
the other charge of m ly dainag- 
ing the property of the complainant he 
would be fined 20 and must pay $10 
damages to the complainant or in de- 
fault of payment he would go to prison 
for two weeks with hard labour.

RE THE DEATH OF DOLAN sion. 

An adjourned inquiry into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death of 
Dolah Singh was held at the British 
Police Court yesterday afternoon. 

Hoo Uhang-chaen, recalled, stated 
that she lived in a shop behind the 
native bankers’ guild, downstairs ; the 
deceased lived upstairs. She last saw 
deceased alive at about 8 o'clock in the 
morning of the day he died. The 
deceased was employed by the Municipal 
Council. Witness next saw the Indian 
at 1 o'clock, when she went upstairs to 

Deceased was then 
lying on the bed with his head on one 
side. She spoke to him, but he did not 
reply. She thought he was dead, so she 
went downstairs and told her busband. 
The latter went away to inform the 
Municipal Council foreman. At about 
1.30 p.m. the foreman came to the 
house with a foreigner. Deceased had 
lived in the house fo: wit four or five 
months. An Indian came to the house

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and went upstairs before the foreman 
and the foreigner arrived. The Indian 
stopped about a quarter of an hour 
upstairs. When he came she told him 
that his friend was dead; when he 
came down stairs he said nothing. ‘This 
Indian had often been there before to 
see his friend. 

Dr. Marsh deposed that on Monday 
afternoon, the 23rd instant, he was call- 
ed by Det-Sgt. Craig to a house in 
Haining Road. He arrived there about 
4 o'clock, and was taken through » 
Chinese barber's shop upstairs to a room 
over the shop, and found, on a trestle 
bed, the body of an Indian partly 
clothed and evidently dead at-least three 
hours. The body lay across the bed 
with the shoulders supported by the 
wall in a reclining position. ‘There 
was no evidence of a straggle or of 
internal injuries. Deceased appeared 
to be abont twenty-cight years of 
age and well nonrished. At a 
farther examination he made at the 
mortuary he found there was well 
marked pleurisy with inflammation of 
the Inng on the right side, an evidence 
that the decensed had died suddenly of 
heart failure, while soffering from an 
acute attack of pleurisy with pneumonia, 
‘There was absolutely no evidence of 
foal play. 

Corroborative evidence was given by 
Hoo Chang-chnen, a barber, and Det. 
Sgt. Craig and the Court found that 
Dolah Singh died st about 1 p.m. on 
the 23rd instant, from heart failure, 
while snffering from an acute attack of 
plearisy with pneumon

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CHINA IN 1907. 


January 1. 

As at the end of 1906 so to-day 
ithas to be said of the past year 
that the main characteristics aro 
tendencies and strivings that have 
to become materialized rather 
than tangible results. The move- 
ment in the direction of reform 
began in 1905 was continued, and, 
although many of its features 
stamp it as ill-considered and ill- 
controlled, there is clearly a grow- 
ing knowledge of shortcomings to 
be recorded, as well as of what 
should be aimed at by the nation. 
In some particulars the last twelve 
months have supplied the test—a 
modest test—of time to the re- 
forms so hurriedly launched in 
1906, and on the whole the results 
have been favourable to the good 
faith behind the movement, even 
while serving to adjust the per- 
spective of onlookers whose ox- 
pectations took little heed of the 
difficulties in China’s path. To 
no country in the world is the 
fallacy of generalization more 
applicable than to China, with its 
rast extont of territory, its scarcity 
of communications and its diverse 
population. Consequently all at- 
tempts to summarize situations 
in general terms must lack some 
measure of accuracy in their ap- 
plication to individual portions of 
the Empire, and we must, there 
fore, content ourselves with indi- 
cating symptoms which by their 
increasing dissemination appear to 
be gaining for themselves the 
hall-mark of universality. But if 
it is necessary to single out one 
characteristic feature that seems 
todominate the past year, it must 
be styled tho drawing together 
of the nation, the dawning of a 
national feeling. It has manifested 
itself in many ways. More 
lively interest is taken in the 
affairs of the nation as a whole 
and of other provinces; the 
campaign against foreign - built 
nileaye bas elicited an exchange 
of sympathy or support between 
widely separated parts of the 
country ; while to promote a feeling 
of imperial solidarity a Travelling 

















Commissioner in the person of 
Yang Shih-chi, Vice-President of 
the Ministry of Agricultare, Works 
and Commerce, was by Decree 
dated August 21 sent to visit the 
Chinese communities in the South 
Pacific. Moreover, tradition was so 
far departed from that a party of 25 
students belonging to families who 
had settled many generations be- 
fore in Java were not only per- 
mitted to come to China to com- 
plete their studies, but were 
assured of a special welcome on 
their arrival. 


OFFICIAL CHANGES. 

Nothing is more symptomatic of 
the transition stage through which 
China is passing than the uncer- 
tainty that has prevailed in the 
counsels of Peking and has found 
‘expression in a bewildering series 
of changes among the occupants of 
the higher posts of the Empire. 
Two only of the eight (now nine 
with the inclusion of Manchuria) 
viceroyalties have retained the same 
viceroys throughout the year, while 
governorships have been subjected 
to similar modifications. One Vice- 
roy, Tsén Chun-hsuen, has held or 
has been appointed to no less than 
five posts during the year before 
being allowed to retire into private 
life ; three Governors were appoint- 
ed to Heilungkiang in the first 
three months of its existence asa 
province ; at least seven incumbents 
‘were nominated in as many months 
to the Ministry of Posts and Com- 
munications. The close of 1906 
found Viceroy Yuan Shih-kai ap- 
parently under a cloud in regard 
to the Imperial favour, and every 
offort was made by his opponents 
at Court to complete the estrange- 
ment between the Palace and the 
powerful Viceroy at Tientsin. For 
‘a time it seemed as if the forces of 
reaction were in the ascendant ; 
Viceroy Yuan resigned many of his 
offices, while even his own special 
creation, the direction of army 
affairs, passed into the hands of a 
quondam friend, but now acknow- 
ledged rival, Tieh Liang. To what 
extent these resignations were 
voluntary, it is difficult to say ; but 
subsequent events have shown that, 
if H. E. Yuan stooped, it was to 


conquer, and his opponents were 
left to derive what satisfaction they 
could from Decrees reprimanding 
Tang Shao-yi, his chief protégé. 
On August 24” the feelings of the 
Throne towards Viceroy Yuan 
Shih-kai were placed beyond the 
ibility of doubt, when an Edict, 
ostensibly dealing ‘with the Yan- 
kuei provinces, contrived to hold 
him up with their Excellencies 
Tuan Fang and Chang Chih-tung 
as model officials of the Empire. 
Within a fortnight, on September 4, 
H. E. Yuan ‘was appointed 
Grand Councillor and President of 
the Waiwupu, and the close of the 
year finds him, to all outward a 
pearances, frmly established in the 
Capital as the strong man of China. 
H.E. Chang Chib-tung, despite his 
‘years, also exchanged a Viceroyalty 
Tor @ position in the Central Go- 
vernment, and as Grand Secre! 
and Comptroller-General of the 
Ministry of Education must also be 
regarded as a power behind the 














Throne. Prince Chun and Duke 
Tsai Tsch also call for mention as 
sharers of the same power. Prince 
Ching appears content to follow 
the lead of Yuan Shih-kai ; his 
son and heir, Prince Tsai Chén, 
resigned the’ Presidency of the 
Ministry of Commerce on boing 
denounced by a Censor, although 
the latter was. cashiered, and from 
that time has remained’ in private 
life. H. E. Chang Chih-tong 
has been succeeded at Wuchang 
by H. EB. Chao Erb-sén, former- 
ly Tartar General at Mukden, 
while H. E. Yang Shih-hsiang 
is Acting Viceroy of Chibli. The 
Canton Viceroyalty has experienced 
many vicissitudes, having

REFORMS. 


Although there may not be 
many concrete facts to record 
under the heading of Reforms,

effectually routed. His own views 
have not changed since the days 
when he was regarded as an ultra- 
radical by a conservative Govern 
ment; but to-day the views he 
held in 1898 have become the 
programme of the Peking 
authorities, only in tarn to appear 
reactionary to others of his com- 
patriots who have mov 
farther in the path of reform. 

In any given year the progress: 
may well he difficult of measure- 
ment. Of the two hig reforms 
Promulgated in 1906 the suppres 
sion of opium has, perhaps, achieved 
the larger quota of success. The 
enforcement of the regulations: 
depends still on the attitude of the 
local officials in each town or 
district, but the year has seen a 
marked growth in popular dis- 
favour of the practice of opium 
smoking. In Peking officials have 
been suspended or dismnissed from 
their posts for failure to rid 
themselves of the habit, while in one 
or two cases the death of an official 
has been attributed to his abstention 
from opium. On Octoher 10 it was 
found necessary to extend by three 
months the term within “which 
civil and military authorities in 
the provinces would be expected 
to give up smoking. During the 
year opium dens in numerous 
towns were closed, but in very few 
instances have strict measures heen 
adopted to curtail the sale of the

In the matter of education the 
past year has acted asa mild test 
of the sincerity of the movement 
inaugarated in 1905 and 1906 
amid’ such a flourish of trumpet 
Here again the feeling of the 
nation has heen roused in favour of 
modern education, hat in numerous 
instances schools opened in the hey 
day of public enthusiasm have been 
forced to close down, because nei- 
ther teachers nor funds, in the last 
resort not even pupils were forth- 
coming. China has yet to learn 
the advantage of well-considered 
methodical action over enthusiastic 
spurts in the attainment of real 
reform.

On July 6 the whole of Chinese 
officialdom was rudely shaken by 
the assassination of H.E. En Ming, 
Governor of Anhui, by a subor- 
dinate representing the advanced 
school of Chinese reformers. At 
ance a reactionary wave passed over 
the country and to it may be attri- 
buted the closing of many schools. 
Stringent precautions were ordered 
against students from Japan in 
general and a vindictive crusade 
was started against the family and 
friends of the assassin. To the 
general feeling of anxiety in regard 
to the spread of revolutionary 
activity may be set down the 
Decree of October 17, which held 
Viceroys and Governors responsible 
for any unrest in their territories 
after six months from the time of 
their assuming the reins of office. 


EDICTS. 


The reference to edicts recalls 
the fact that few years within re-| 
cent times have been so prolific 
of Imperial pronouncements of a 
striking character as the period 
under review. Considerations of 
space prevent more than the recital 
of the more important. On Feb. 
18 officials throughout the Empire 
were ordered to select fit and 
proper men to work under them 
and to refrain from showing parti- 
ality or nepotism. ‘The three 
months August to October were 
peculiarly rich in Edicts, On 
August 2 appeared the Encourage- 
ment of Trade Edict, which offered 
high rank to merchants and others 
who devoted certain sums of money 
to the establishment of industries. 
On August 10 the obliteration 
of distinctions between Manchus 
and Chinese was ordered and on Oct. 
9a further step in this direction was 
taken by abolishing the different 
jurisdictions relating to the periods 
of mourning observed by these two 

ions of the people in of 
parents, Manchus were bidden to 














extend their time of mourning from 
100 days to 27 months, the period 
observed by Chinese. On Septem- 
ber 27 another Edict decreed the 
abolition of Manchu garrisons. On 
August 13 was created by Edict a 
Department for drawing up regala- 
tions for Constitutional Govern- 
ment. Local self-government Coun- 
cils were commanded to be formed 
throughout the Empire on Septer 
ber 30 ; the Minister of Education 
was instructed to draw up a scheme 
of universal education and the 
Minister of the Interior had to 
devise a scheme of local self- 
government, while officials 
all provinces were charged to 
select able men to explain the prin- 
ciples of constitutional government. 
to the people. The famous Mis- 
sionary Edict appeared on October 
1; Viceroys and Governors were to 
collate treaties dealing with the 
subject for the enlightenment of 
their subordinates ; converts and 
non-converts alike were pronounced 
to be the children and subjects of 
the Emperor, were ordered to keep 
the peace among themselves, while 
offic 
favouritism to one section or the 
other. Finally on October 19 
further steps to abolish nepotism 
were taken by Decree and the As- 
sembly for the study of Government. 
affairs already in working order 
in Peking was to be reproduced 
throughout the provinces of the 
Empire. 

















RAILWAYS. 


In spite of the deadlock in Che- 
kiang, where the opposition of the 
provincials is delaying the final 
negotiations with the British and 
Chinese Corporation for the con- 
straction of the Soochow-Ningpo 
line ; in spite too of the wrangling 
and muddling that hampers the 
Canton-Hankow line and the con- 
struction of lines in the West, pro- 
gress has been made in railway com- 
munication. Through traffic was 
resumed on the Mancharian rail- 
ways on December 1. The Hsin- 
mintun-Mukden line has been 
redeemed by China at a cost of! 
$1,666,000. The Shanghai-Nan- 
king Railway has been extended to 
Chinkiang and should be com- 
pleted within a few months to 
Nanking; the Kalgan  Rail- 
way, built entirely by Chinese, 
of which the first section was open- 
ed on September 30, 1906, has 
been steadily pushed forward ; the 
Chentung-Taiyuan branch of the 
Peking-Hankow line was opened 
on December 6, the constraction 
of the 182 miles having taken three 
years and three months, while 
another branch from Kaiféng to 
Chenchou was opened earlier in 
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the year. Work on thi 
Kowloon Railway is also being 
pushed on rapidly. In February 
an agreement was signed in Paris 
for the extension of the Hanoi- 
Laokai line to Yiinnanfa ; but this 
railway has aroused considerable 
opposition both in China and else- 
where, and efforts are being made 
to redeem it by purchase.

DISORDER AT POOTUNG. 

An extra tax iinposed on the carriage 
of goods from Pootang to Shanghai 
caused some trouble on Christmas Eve. 
It appears that the Pootung Magistrate, 
in order to raise funds to defray the 
cost of road construction, “increased 
the ferry rate from five to twenty 
cash, without having given any previous 
notice to the ic. Consequently 
fa large amount of produce intended 
for the City and Settlements was de- 
layed and an indignant crowd of natives 
went to the famén. No explanation, 
satisfactory to the crowd, was obtained 
and in the first heat of its anger the 
mob demolished two houses that were 
the property of the Magistrate. The 
Magistrate's people feared a serious 
attack and remained within the inner 
precincts of the yamén, but the crowd 
dispersed without causing any loss 
of life. - It was then reported that 
the rioters had seized forty rifles; and 
the French Police, fearing that somé 
demonstration would be made on this 
side of the river, tarned ont a strong 
patrol next day upon the “foreshore 
of the French Bund. The S. M. P. 
kept a few men on observation duty, 
also along ‘The Bund, but no further 
demonstration was made. It is re- 
ported that the increased rate was 
subsequently rescinded by the Pootung 
Magistrate and no more trouble oc- 
curred.

THE WEST RIVER IXBROOLIO. 

A somewhat calmer mood is coming’ 
over the agitators who bave made the ai 
ring with their diatribes, because of tl 
difficulties of the Canton Viceroy in 
dealing with the claims of the British 
Government for piracies perpetrated 
upon ships lying the British flag upon the 
West River. Instead of merely abusing 
the British, the agitators have begun jo’ 
reason about the matter, and to point 
‘out the unfortunate causes that have led 
to the present deadicek. More anger 
is shown towards the officials, than to- 
wards the foreigner. The papers show 
that one cause of the trouble int 
‘the native craft will fly the British 
flag. This they do, not becanse they 
do not love their own, but becanse, with 
‘the British fing at the stern of their 
launches, they are immune from much 
of the annoyance that is the lot of those 
who keep to the Dragon flag of China. 
This fact is worked ont with great 
bitterness, and many winged sneers are 
flung at the Government through the 
papers. If only fair treatment were 
given to those who trade on the river, 
all owners of steam-launches, which tow 
passenger boats, would gladly return, to 
théir own flag, and the foreigner would 
not be called in to deal with the 
question, for there would soon be no 
question with which to desl, The more 
patriotic, therefore, are urging upon 
their fellow-countrymen ta pull down 
the British flag and hoist in its stead 
the Chinese, which they profess to 
honour so much. This is the substance 
of the advice given by the leaders of 
public opinion, and were they to 
‘continue to agitate along these lines, 
little could be said against them. 
But the anger of the people will accom- 
plish little, for, up to the present, what- 
fever edicts may say, the Government 
‘of China is not disposed to allow the 

people to have any real part in the 
affairs of government, and in the present 
mood of the people, this way of handling 
them will be deeply resented.

Srx,—Kindly allow me space in your 
journal to join issue with your corres:

Office in delivering the home mails in 
the Settlements, Last Saturday's mail 
‘was received at the Post Office at 9.45 
a.m., and delivery of letters to private 
ees commenced on the following 
day, ie. twenty-four hours after the 
arrival of the mail! Mine was delivered 
at half-past eleven on Sunday morning, 














although my house is not very far 
from the Post Office. There are 
meny residents in Shanghai who 
have real grievances against the inade- 
quate facilities afforded them by the 
British Postal authorities. A call there 
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to take our letters after the arrival of 
the wail invariably elicits a disgusted 
reply from an old Chinaman, “No 
Ready.” Once I was told by the eame: 
“Chinaman” to call after an hour to 
take my letters and ia doing so I was 
told by him that it was too late now 
asthe man in charge had gine bome 
and that if I called on the next day I 
woold get my letters. It is impossible 
to believe that we Britishers in Shang- 
bai, would tolerate such defective and 
antiquated service any longer. We 
have before us the Imperial Chinese 
Post Office. See how magnificently 
aod quickly they deliver the mail letters. 
Tt always happens that they bring them 
right to my house at nights. I do not 
koow of a single instance when the 
British Post Office delivered letters at 
oar doors at nights. If this organization 
is understaffed an arrangement can be 
made with the Chinese Post Office by 
which all local letters could be delivered 
in the Settlements as soon as possible. 
The saggestion of your correspondent 
to submit our grievances to the Post- 
master-General, in Hongkong, is rather 
rematare, as I have every hope that 

ir. W. J. Solly, the energetic Post- 
master, will take our grievances into 
consideration and inaugurate soon and 
in oar days an up-to-date service.
